GERMANS GET SEBASTOPOL 

RUSSIAN FORTRESS IN CRIMEA IS 
CAPTURE R WITHOUT A 
STRUGGLE. 

Germans Fall to Rcnewe Attacks on 
Allied Lines — Artilleries Break 
Out In Violent Homhnrdmcnts 
But Infantry Is Held In 
Check Throughout the 
Entire Day. 



Berlin, Via London, May ^--German 
forces have occupied Sebastopol, the 
great Russian fortress in the Crimea. 
According to tho official communica- 
tion from headquarters the town was 
taken without fighting. Tho text of 
the statement reads: 

"On the battle fronts the situation 
is unchanged . The artillery duel In- 
creased in tho Mont Kemmel sector 
and it repeatedly revived between the 
Nomine and the Luce brook, near 
Montdidler, Laslgny and Noyon. 

"The French artillery was lively 
during the afternoon hours on the 
northern front; minor enemy thrusts 
were repulsed. 

"In Ukraine, we have broken the 
the enemy's resistance before Sebas- 
topol and occupied the town Wednes- 
day without fighting." 



American Begins in Earnest to Pre- 
pare for Place In Fight 

New York, May 2— America is 
stripping for the dire battle on the 
battle front of Kurope. In an execu- 
tive session of the military commit- 
tee of the lower house of Congress. 
Secretary of War Baker, Major Gen- 
eral March, chief of staff, and Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder have 
asked Congress to give the President 
Blanket authority to increase the 
United States army to whatever size 
may be necessary to win the war. The 
country now has nearly 2.000,000 men 
under arms and the army appropria- 
tion bill for this year would provide 
for an increase of this number to 3.- 
000,000. 

While American's plans for throw- 
ing her every resource into the battle 
against I'russlanism are maturing, the 
lull which which has brooded over the 
western battle line continues. The 
expected German attacks on the Yprcs 
and Amiens front have been launched 
here and there the opposing artil- 
leries have broken forth into wild 
bambardments, such as usually are 
preludes to massed attacks on the Al- 
lied lines, but have died out after a 
few hours. Here and there local oper- 
ations have been carried out for the 



The British forces in Palestine have 
recaptured Ks-Salt, a village from 
which they retired three weeks ago 
under pressure from a superior force 
of Turks and Qermant. 

A Berlin report says that the for- 
tress of Sebastopol has been occupied 
by Germans. This waa expected af- 
ter the capture of Siml'erpol last week 

Ukranlan peasant deputies arc re- 
ported to have overthrown the gov- 
ernment. 

The new regime has announced that 
it will carry out the provisions of the 
Brest-LltoTsk treaty.

WANT NO LIMIT SET ON NUMBER 
OF MEN CALLED 



Washington, May 2— Blanket auth- 
ority for the President to increase, the 
army to whatever size may be neces- 
sary to win the war was proposed to 
the House Military committee, in exe- 
cutive session today by Secretary 
Maker, Major General March, acting 
chief of staff, and Provost Marshal 
General Crowder. An Administration 
measure amending the selective draft 
act to provide for this grant of power 
will be prepared Immediately and 
prompt action on it asked. 

Secretary Baker told the committee 
it would bt unwise to set any limit 
on the number of men who could be 
called to the colors and that the 
granting of complete discretionary 
authority to the President to increase 
the size of the army as rapidly as 
transportation and equipment facili- 
ties may warrant would have a great 
psohological effect on the enemy by 
showing how thoroughly the nation 
is throwing all its resources into the 
conflict.

County Attorney. Ills certificate war 
revoked by Miss Brady and the action 
was approved by State Superintend- 
ent V. 0.

Garden crops will not give good re- 
.. llts unless the soil Is kept cultivated 
.y the specialists of - the II. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Cultivation is not intended primar- 
ily to kill weeds, although this is im- 
portant, but to loosen the surface and 
let air Into the soil so as to provide 
a more congenial environment for the 
roots of the plants. Plants in soil 
which Is too wet turn yellow and if 
not relieved by proper cultivation and 
drainage, languish and die. Too much 
water In the soil dilutes the soil so- 
lution, Impedes the formation of nl- 
iy trate, destroyes desirable soil organ- 
Isms and permits the development of 
undesirable ones. 
Soli which has been too wet. if al- 

7 lowed to dry and bake, offers all en- 
vironment as uncongenial for plants 
as when too wet Either extreme, 
therefore, should be guarded against 
If the soli is naturally wet, provide 
surfaoe or tile drains If Inclined to 
bake after rains, cultivate as soon 
as It Is dry enough. As a rule, stir- 
ring the surface two inches will give 
better results than deep cultivation 

If the home garden Is located near

WHY EVEKV OUHCfl OF BUflAl

If any man has failed to see the 
reason why he should cut his plenti- 
ful apportionment of two spoonfuls 
of sugar to the one of war time, he 
can And It In a recent publication of 
the Ignited States Department of Agri- 
culture explaining the world-wide 
shqrtage — especially the shortage 
among the Allies— In the supply of 
sweets. 

Not only has the Bupply of sugar in 
some parts of the I'nited States been 
short, but there has been a nactual 
shortage of more than 2,000.0(10 tons 
annually In the world since the war 
began, and the shortage is likely to 
continue, the publication says, pri- 
marily because of the destruction of 
a large number of sugar mills and the 
devastation of a considerable area of 
sugar-producing lands in Europe. 

Prior to the war practically all the 
belligerent couutries, with the excep- 
tion of the United Kingdom and Italy, 
exported sugar, the total amount be- 
ing upward of 3,000,000 tons. War, 
however, has changed the sugar-pro- 
duction map and at the same time lias 
shifted the channels of trade. In 
1018 it Is estimated that the Allies 
must import B minimum of 1,200,000 
tons of sugar. 

Formerly the United Kingdom and 
France depended to a considerable 
extent upon Germany, Austrian-Hun- 
gary, Belgium, and Russia for sugar. 
These sources were shut off by the 
war. The I'nited Kingdom alone thus 
lost the source of more than half of 
her normal supply of sugar and has 
turned to new as Well as other sources 
for her supply. The changes thus 
brought about have been largely a di- 
version of the product of Mauritlous 
to the United Kingdom instead of to 
India, and an expansion of the im- 
ports of unrefined sugar from Cuba, 
•he Philippines and Peru. For re- 
fined sugar she drew upon the Unit- 
ed States and Java. However! the Al- 
lies can not turn to such exporting 
■■ouiitries as Java and Mauritius with- 
out being forced to go a much longer 
distance and over a more perilous 
route than across the Atlantic. If 
the Allies are compelled to go to 
•hese countries it will require an ex- 
'ra amount of shipping which is need- 
ed for transportation of American 
soldiers and supplies to France and 
England. 

Russia's exports practically ceased 
n 1914, and she Is now reported as 
wmewhat shor t of suear Itulv's 
wop decreased last year and her Ini- 
•lorts have Increased largely since the 
var began. Italy's normal consump- 
tion, however, is small and her deficit 
is not serious.

Washington, May 1 -Through the per- 
sistent efforts of Representatives Mar- 
tin B. Madden, of Illinois, J. W. Lnng- 
ley, of Kentucky, John M. Rose, of 
of Ohio, and Loren E. Wheeler and 
Joseph G. Cniinon of IllinoU, the 
HouBe recently deflated a new and 
dangerous socialistic propoial, The 
measure under consideration was of 
Democratic origin and proposed that 
all government officers and enthlryeM 
in the District of Columbia be permit- 
ted to purchase supplies ut cost from 
the commissary department of the 
Army or Navy. It was also ptopoaed 
that the nieusure apply to all gov- 
ernment employees anywhere In the 
United States. This, when once es- 
tablished, would never have been re- 
pealed, but would have been extend- 
ed until the government became the 
retail storekeeper for the entire coun- 
try. 

Madden of Illinois started the fight 
on this provision, lie said, among 
other tilings, "There Is not one- 
thousandth part as much reason or 
justice in permitting the employees 
of the Government to purchase their 
food and other supplies from the 
quartermaster stores of the Army as 
there would be to permit the men who 
dig the sewers and pave the streets 
and do the common labor of the Unit- 
ed States, to do that. These are the 
men who furnish the facilities, the 
transportation, everything thai goes 
to make up the prosperity and pie- 
serve the health of every community 
In the land, and they toll for not to 
exceed one-half of the compensation 
that the Government employees re- 
ceive. Wry make the Govern- 
ment employees a preferred clas-'.' 
There ought not to be any law passed 
giving to any preferred class rljJits 
that do not go to every class !n the 
country. We should in no Instance 
pamper the civil employees of the"" 
Government and discriminate against 
every man, woman, and child in the 
United States who happens by some 
unfortunate chance not t >> be on the 
Government pay roll." 

Representative Langley of Ken- 
tucky followed with a statement that 
he 'believed Government employees 
should be paid adequate salaries, 
which the House had already voted. 
He also recalled the fact that (in- 
gress has appropriated $10,000,000 
for construction of houses tor Gov- 
ernment employees in Washington, 
and then said, "I think t! :.l is 
enough. This proposition is to go 
atill further and give them food at 
cut rates. That would, of course, in- 
crease the expenses of the Govern- 
ment, and I am opposed to an) such 
socialistic proposition. 

Representative Rose of Pennsyl- 
vania, pointed out particularly the ob- | 
jectionable feature of the measure 
Which would permit members of Con 
gress to purchase supplies at cut 
rates. He thought this even more ob- 
jectionable than the clause of the 
revenue measure which may Inter- 
preted to exempt members of Con- 
gress from payment of the excess j 
profits tax on their salaries. Repre- 
sentatives Longworth of Ohio, and ( 
Wheeler of Illinois spoke agaiiiBt the 
bill, showing that it was not favored j 
by the War Department and that it I 
would give the commissary depart- 
ment more work than it could do.

Welfare Work directed by tho Federal 
Children's Bureau In Its efforts to 
conserve the children of our nation In 
war tlmo Is the counting, weighing 
and measuring of all children In the 
Cnitod Suites under five years of age. 
Registration cards will bo provided 
and the records will bo kept In two 
places. In the child's home and the 

United states Children's Bureau at 
Washington. Registration win be 
done under direction from the Chil- 
dren's Bureau acting through Wo- 
men's Committees or Council of De- 
fense, In co-operation with County 
and City Health Offlccrs and Hoard. 

isitlng nurses and public health or- 
ganisstlons. The volunteer assistance 
of physicians In this Btirvey of the 
children of the city and county will 
be deeply appreciated. The week of 
May 18 Is the period set apart for this 
work In Maysville and Mason county. 

Registration will he made by a 
house to house canvas of committees 
and volunteer workers. Three ob- 
jects are to be attained by this: 

1 To reduce our infant mortality 
rate which Is higher than many conn- 
tries It Is estimated that 300,000 In- 
fants and very young children die an- 
nually from preventable causes. Ai 
effort is to be made to reduce this a! 
least 100.000 by April 0, IMS. 

2 To discover and correct the de- 
fects which the draft revealed ami 
which could readily have been cor- 
rected in childhood. 

;j To conserve and protect chil- 
dren during the changed conditions 
and shocks and emergencies of war 
and to prevent them from being 
blighted as has the childhood of most 
of the other nations at war. 

In every country engaged In tho 
war and especially England, France 
and Belgium work for the protection 
of infancy and maternity has been 
greatly increased since the war be- 
gan. With the result that England 
bad the lowest infant mortality rate 
during second year of the war of any 
year on record. 

' That Is the object we must strive 
io attain in this country if we would 
not have our nation weakened and do- 
deted by "burning the candle at both 
ends." 

To quote from an eminent author- 
ity on infant Welfare Work in war 

time, 

"The question of the increased need 
,or the protection of mothers and ba- 
bies in war time is at present looked 
upon by many people in this country 
M an academic one; among the host 
of more dramatic appeals put forth, 
. ach one of which is claimed to be the 
most important In the present crisis, 
this question is lost sight of. You 
know perhaps the story of a meeting 
of women called In a large city to 
consider war work for women. It 
WSJ addressed by the Director of the 
Division of Child Hygiene of the City 
Department of Health who spoke of 
the greater necessity for infant wel- 
fare work in war time. His speech 
as greeted by perfunctory applause; 
immediately women began popping up 
i ll over the audience saying, Madam 
! 'resident; Madam President: "Was 
this meeting called to discuss the 
ceding of children or preparations 
for war?" "I want to nurse wounded 
oldiers." Hut what are we going to 
i or our country?" 

This Is an extremely natural tend- 
ency, but It is a dangerous one.

children even though an extremity of 
need does not at present force this 
realization; that early In the war Is 
the time to preserve the Integrity of 
our work, for Infant and maternal 
welfare, before that work is disorgan- 
ized by the loss of physicians and 
nurses. As the war goes on doubt- 
less many especial problems will 
arise; if the already established work 
is disorganized these problems cannot 
be met. 

To accomplish this three fold ob- 
ject of Child Welfare Work in war 
time it Is necessary to have a Perma- 
nent Committee In each precinct com- 
posed of the most reliable and efflc- 
ionl persons of both sexes, who can 
ba secured and depended on for this 
work. There should be from three to 
Ave women and at least two men, 
more or less at the discretion of chair- 
man.
